Upon the proposition of Mr. G, LAVINGTON, a unanimous vote of thanks was 
passed to the Chairman and committee of management, for their continued at- 
tention to the company’s Interest. 

The CHAIRMAN having appropriately acknowledged the vote, mentioned that 
for the present their returns were uncertain—their stopes had fallen off, the 
quality being lower than formerly, They had been working their stopes for the 
last two or three years, but their new ground was now openingout good.

A general meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern,

Mr. H. CHAPMAN (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report of Capt. John Nancarrow was taken as read.. It stated 
that the mine appeared to be on the eve of important improvements, 
such as will reward the shareholders for their outlay. The state-

The report of the directors was read, as follows :— 


The statements of accounts and the special report by Capt. John Nancarrow, 
which have been printed and sent to each shareholder, comprise nearly all the 
information touching the position and prospects of the company which the dl- 
rectors have it in their power to communicate. According to the Articles of 
Association, as set forth in the prospectus of the company, published upon its 
incorporation, the capital was to consist of 10,000 shares of 2/. each, fully paid ; 
but, as the directors had reason to hope that the sinking for the flat would be 
accomplished in the course of seven or eight months, they decided to issue only 
a molety of the shares—i.e., 5000—holding the other moiety in reserve, and not 
to issue them unless it should become necessary to do so, They are still un- 
issued, and if it should be found necessary to issue any portion of them the 
directors will offer them to the shareholders at par—2l. each. It will be seen 
that the total receipts of the company have been 10,000/., and the expenditure 
90721, 28. 2d., leaving a credit balance of 9271, 178. 10d. This statement repre- 
sents the whole of the expenditure, including the incorporation of the company 
and preliminary expenses, the purchase of the mines and machinery (new and 
old), plant, buildings, &c.; there are no outstanding liabilities. The machinery, 
buildings, &c., on the mine have all been put in good order, and an additional 
engine and engine-house have been erected, and the whole has been rendered 
adequate to the carrying on of the workings to a considerable depth below the 
present level (the 92), including the workings between the 65 and the 92, where 
there is reported to be a considerable extent of ore ground. It will be observed 
that during the past twelve months no workings have been carried on on the

S1r,—In conformity with your request, I proceeded to the above mine, and 
made a careful inspection of the property, both at surface and underground, 
aud the following are my observations thereon ;— 

GWYN LLIFION.—Sutton’s Shaft: This shaft is sunk on the intersection of 
the main east and west lode, and a north and south lode, and is communicated 
with the deep adit level. On this north and south lode there are at surface ex- 
tensive old workings, no less, I should think, than 40 fms. in length, and many 
fathoms in depth. This lode, as seen in the shaft, is well defined, and contains 
some good lumps of lead ore. There is a level driven west on the course of the 
other lode, from which a nice pile of lead has accumulated at the top of the 
shaft. There are men employed stoping both the back and the bottom of this 
level, the former having a branch of lead 4 in. wide, and the latter much larger. 
The facilities for working this ground are very great, being close to the shaft 
through which the stuff will be thrown down, and trammed afterwards to the 
mouth of the level to be dressed, so there will be no expense of hauling or cart- 
ing the stuff to the dressing department.

On extending the present deep adit you will have, I 
should say, at least 80 fms. of backs, and by bringing up the old adit from 
Gwydyr, which is now no very great distance, you will add from 10 to 15 fms. to 
the depth of Harker’s Mine, 30 fms. to the depth of Vucheslas, making the latter 
110 fms. deep, without requirements of any pumps, and but little drawing ma- 
chinery. In addition to the lodes I have named, there are, no doubt, many 
others not yet discovered. The whole of Gwyn Llifion lodes must traverse the 
Gwydyr part of the mine, and intersect the east and west lodes, and form junc- 
tions with the caunters: and, if we take such prenomena to be any indication 
of productiveness in lodes, we hzve every reason to expect that in this mine 
there will be very large and lasting deposits of lead. 

In conclusion, permit me to say,that I have never seen a more bona fide mining 
property than this. If you do not meet with success it is not because you are 
void of preliminary evidences, you have them on everyside, Your lodes are suf- 
ficient in number and size; they traverse the sett in all directions, and form 
junctions and intersections atall points. The matrix of the lodes is quartz, car- 
bonate of lime, iron pyrites, blende, and other minerals common in lead lodes. 
I have now laid before you the facts as they presented themselves to me in pass- 
ing through the mine, and on examining the plans I will make no further de- 
ductions, but will let those who may read these facts draw their own conclu- 
sions as to the nature and value of the property.

Mr, WARINGTON SMYTH’S LECTURES, 
[FROM NOTES BY OUR OWN REPORTER. ] 


Lecture LVII,—I have now (said Mr. SMYTH) a part of the sub- 
ject of mining to bring before you which may be considered a sort 
of appendix to working out the minerals from their natural locali- 
ties, and subsidiary to those processes which I have already described, 
by which coal and metallic substances are won, and ventilation of 
the mines secured. The subject of the mechanical preparation of 
minerals is one which naturally attaches itself to the operations of 
mining, for various reasons. In the first place, most of the ores raised 
to the surface from the bowels of the earth are in a state unfitted 
for the operations of the smelter, or the requirements of the metal- 
lurgist. It is, therefore, found necessary to separate to some extent 
the metals from the impurities with which they are associated on 
the spot where they first see daylight before they can be sent to market. This 
is a convenience to all parties concerned. As the mines are usually situated in 
districts where there is water-power applicable to the processes of crushing and 
stamping, a great deal of water is required for the separation of the minerals 
from theirattendant impurities by washing and other processes, which is gene- 
rally easily obtained. Again, the rate of wages is generally lower in mining 
districts than in the manufacturing localities to which the ores are sent; and 
the miners are, generally speaking, thoroughly conversant with what is waste, 
and the modes of getting rid of it. Then, at the mines there is frequently and 
unavoidably steam or water-power to spare, which may be cheaply applied to 
the dressing processes. 

Another reason is to be found in the simple fact that it would be manifestly 
an uneconomical process to carry away from the mines to any considerable dis- 
tance all the worthless material with which the ores are mingled ; and this is 
especially the case with the metals of great intrinsic value obtained from masses 
which have bus a small percentage of good material. In other cases, such as 
the ores of zinc, silver, lead, &c,, there is so large a proportion of impurity in 
their substance that they have to be worked up with great care in the process 
which is technically called ‘‘dressing’’ (German, aufbereitung), That term 
indicates the whole series of processes between the pit’s mouth and the place 
where the ore is stored up for the purpose of going to market. The processes 
themselves are in kind and character very much akin through the whole series, 
The dressing of minerals, whether goid, silver, copper, or even some of the non- 
metallic substances, as, for instance, coal, which of late years has been sub- 
jected to operations of a similar nature, has in all cases the same object. The 
rougher and larger encumbrances are, whenever It Is possible, separated in the 
mine itself, then the remainder is sorted at the surface as to size, then as to spe- 

cific gravity, generally by the action of a stream of water, either natural or arti- 
ficical ; while in a great majority of cases the heavier substances have to be 
crushed and triturated, in others, like china-clay, which Is composed of decom- 
posed granite and mica, tae impurities are washed awayin its passage by water 
through asuccessionof pits. Inthe case of coal, a similar separation takes place 
of all the shale or pyrites with which it may be mixed, and which would unfit 
it for household use. There are a few points to be passed under review as re- 
gards the general run of ores of intrinsic value so low as not to allow these 
processes to be employed on them to any great extent. In the first place, much 
depends on the natureof the impurity. It may be quartzor felspar, which may 
be knocked off very well and easily; but if the impurity be mingled in smail 
specks or particles through the whole substance, then it becomes a different 
matter. Thus, in a specimen of brown hematite (exhibited), containing through- 
out its whole mass small specks of quartz, that fact renders it of no practicable 
value at the present price of iron ore. If the price were 8l. or 91. per ton, then 
it might be worth while to deal with it. If wecome to the case of lead ore, 
which it {s neccessary to dress to a product of 70 per cent., we shall find that if 
its price is reduced much below the present figure many ores would cease to be 
remunerative. In these operations room for a great number of apparatus is 
necessary, and a supply of water indispensable, which makes it advisable to look 
out beforesinking theshafts whether the locality is provided with these require- 
ments. In the case of copper ore, it is found from the peculiarity of the smelt- 
ing processes to which it is subject that it is necessary to dress to a very high 
standard. On the Continent they dress the ore toa much higher percentage 
than in England. Tin ore varies exceedingly in value, but if 1 per cent. of good 
saleable tin be obtained from the tinstuff that is considered good, although in 
Cornwall they go much below that, and consider it fair. In lead ores much de- 
pends upon whether they contain any proportion of silver, as when that is the 
case ores which look exceedingly poor are worked, and which would not be 
traced if they were only ordinary lead ore. When we come to gold it is remark- 
able what a vast amount of material is turned over with the result of obtaining 
only a very sinall proportion of the precious metal. In Hungary these processes 
are carried further than anywhere else. If I were to say that to obtain 1 oz. of 
gold from a ton of refuse it will pay, such a statement would seem incredible; 
but in Brazil, from whence a large quantity of gold is obtained, 4 oz. to the 
ton yields a handsome return, and 4% oz. is considered there sufficient to pay. 
This is exceeded at Schemnitz and Cremnitz, in Hungary, where gold mining 
has gone on for centuries, coupled with a low rate of wages and unlimited water- 
power, and where the produce is but 2 ozs. to 50 tons of material. At Zell, in 
the Tyrol, the proportion is about the same; some of the stuff—a slaty lan- 
weike—is worked, although it only produces 2% dwts. perton. This is probably 
the smallest proportion obtained from any material actually worked, and it is 
obvious that great economy must be used in the processes employed. 

Let us now take a glimpse of the machinery employed in dressing. First of 
all we must remember that the valuable mineral comes out of the mine either 
in blocks, coated with mud and slime, so that it is difficult to see what it is com- 

ed of, or in smaller pieces which it may be convenient at once to sort, and a 
ind of rough separation precedes almost everythingelse. When the ore comes 
to the surface it is conveyed to the place where there have been established proper 
dressing-floors, according to the nature of the mineral to be dealt with, and ac- 
cording to the magnitude of the mine, covering in some cases many acres. This 
is the case with most of the lead ores in the North of England, some of which 
are rich in silver, and in Wales, especially in Cardiganshire, where the dressing 
is carried out with great minuteness. Some of the tin mines in Cornwall also 
have dressing-floors which extend over a large area, and where the tin is so dis- 
seminated through the stone that agreat amount of refuse has to be got rid of, 
and when, if they secure 1 tou of ore to 100 tons of rubbish, they consider they 
do well. Inthe districts of the Hartz, in Hungary, at the calamine workings 
at Altenberg, near Aix la Chapelle, and the Vieille Montagne Company’s mines 
will be found fine examples of this nature. If the works are to extend over a 
considerable area, it is a great advantage to place them upon sloping ground, 
which will greatly facilitate the application of water for cleansing the ores as 
well as for working the machinery. Laying out the floors is a point which re- 
quires a considerable amount of experience if it isto be accomplished in the best 
way. Ata mine with which I am acquainted in Cornwall it was found neces- 
sary to alter the dressing-floors, an operation which absorbed at least 10,0001., all 
of which might have becn saved by the exercise of better Judgment when they 
were first laid out. It is important, then, to place them so as the yield Increases 
the dressing-floors may be enlarged without unnecessary cost. The fall must 
then be divided at various stages so as to utilise the water power, and pass on 
the material from one stage to another. Then it is a matter for consideration 
whether the materia! will require crushing, stamping, or grinding, and, there- 
fore, what is the nature of the machinery to be employed. When the climate 
is rongh, asin the Hartz and in Norway, the machinery will have to be pro- 
tccied by roofing. The arrangement must provide for the material to be eon- 








stantly passed down hill, as if there should be heavy loads to carry up hill the 
dressing will cost more than it ought to do. I do not know a more remarkable 
example of excellent arrangement than that furnished by the dressing-floors at 
Clausthal, in the Hartz, The mines once belonged to the British Crown, and 
were in adeclining state, but within the last few years a struggle has been made 
to keep up their old reputation by driving several long levels, and the erection 
of aseries of most magnificent dressing-floors, with every appliance and con-*| 
venience—the finest in Europe. The cost of erecting them cannot have been 
far short of 50,0002. or 60,000/., and that only for a part of the mining district 
of Clausthal. The stamps, crushers, and apparatus are of the best and newest 
descriptions. When there last summer I took a note of the quantity of ore got 
through. They reckon by “ trieben,’’ each of which represents 288 cubic feet, 
or il tons English, and I was told that they worked up 5000 trieben, or 55,000 
tons per annum ; but I believe they are now doing about three times as much, 

Another point to be considered in making arrangements for dressing is 
whether the ore to be dealt with will deteriorate by the action of water and of 
the atmosphere. Some substances begin to deteriorate as soon as they see the 
light. Of this kind is the well-known and somewhat abundant black copper 
ore, which if only exposed to the rain for a day or two will lose a considerable 
amount of its value. These ores require to be placed on one side, and treated 
by processes in which water is absent, 

The ore is generally separated into four divisions, The mass is broken by a 
sledge hammer, which is called “ spalling,’ and then passed over a grating. 
The richest copper ore is placed on one side, and will require no further prepar- 
ing for the smelter. It is then called “ prill,’’ or clean ore, or best ore. In the 
North Country it is called “* bing ore,’’ from being sold in bings of 8 cwts. each. 

The second class consists of ore which is more or less mixed with impurities 
which have to be removed. Ina specimen of green copper ore (exhibited) there 
may be specks of red oxide and other indications of value, but so mixed with 
quartz and other substances so as to render it unfit to go to pile or the bing shed. 
Ores of this kind are called ** dradge,’’ or “* knockings,”’ or ‘* dashwork.”’ 

The third division is an inferior variety of, we will say, schistose material, 
and full of pyrites, chiefly iron, but here and there copper pyrites. These re- 
quire the application of water, and unless they are dealt with by some econo- 
mical power or operation, they often will hardly pay for the labour and pains 
bestowed upon them. They are usually termed “ halvans.” This word is to be 
distinguished from ‘elyan,’’ which means a porphyritic substance occurring 
in dykes or veins. 

That portion of the material which contains no ore at all is called “ attle” 
or “‘deads.’’ It is raised with the ore, and will have to be separated from it as 
easily as possible in the dressing, as it becomes more difficult to pick it out of 
the more valuable material when the latter is reduced to a small size, or as in 
some Cases to a fine powder. 

There are other terms which relate only to size, such as “ beans’’ and “‘ peas,”’ 
which sufficiently indicate their meaning, and others still smaller and more 
minute, which are classed differently in different places; but if some easy de- 
finition according to size can be applied it is a great point gained, 

The first thing done is to run the ore into a kind of receptacle, where it may 
be kept until the men are ready to work up that particular class of ore—aa, for 
instance, a pit or a hopper, with a strong wall in front, and a sloping surface 
below, The wall has a door at its lowest point, and attached to it an inclined 
trough, through which when the door is opened the material passes down by its 
own weight, one or two persons standing by with rakes to assist the fall, and to 
sort out in a rough way any lumps of material which are obviously valueless. 
In its passage it is washed by the action of water brought to bear by means of 
a pipe. The necessity for thisdiffersgreatly. If they have aclean sparry rock, 
of sandstone or fluor-spar, or quartz, very little water will suffice, but if they 
have to deal with tinstuff composed of soft killas, the material comes out so 
caked over with dirt as to require the impact of a considerable body of water so 
as to beable to see whatitis. Then the larger pieces are examined, and throwa 
right and left into wagons or barrows, while the smaller portions fall through, 
and so are carried away by the stream, to be further dealt with. In this way 
separation is effected. The larger lumps are then taken to be “‘ spalled ’—that 
is to say, broken up with sledge hammers, which are used with great skill—and 
submitted to mechanical stone-breakers, which do admirable service. The action 
of the grating may be greatly assisted if the material be discharged into a re- 
volving riddle. This isan implement which is brought into play in a great 
variety of different stages in the dressing processes. If the material be very 
subject to mud and slime, then some modification is desirable, and to this dif- 
ficulty a conical drum washer is used. The material is turned into the inner 
portion, composed of strong tron bars, and the drum being set in motion bya 
water-wheel, the finer parts will fall into the outer diameter, and the larger 
portion deposited in another place. A very small amount of power will drive a 
machine of this kind, and at the same time it will get through a large amount 
of stuff. Two men with |4-horse power will in 12 hours get through from 10 to 
15 tons, which will be thus thoroughly washed and sorted according to size. 
Many plans have been devised for washing theore. The common mode in early 
days was to throw the stuff into a pool of water, but that involved an expendl- 
ture of labour which cannot now be thought of. A plan much used in Tran- 
sylvania was to pass the material through a succession of sieves, in which a 
large rake was turned upon 2 centre, and stirred the contents of each sieve, the 
bars of which had openings of different sizes. 

It has of late years been found necessary, in order to get the higher price for 
coal of the best qualities, to have it screened. Thereare many varieties of coal, 
so tender that it would go very much against thesale if a great deal of dust and 
small were mixed with it. It is, therefore, necessary not only to sort for do- 
mestic purposes the round coal from the smalls, but todo morethanthat. Grid- 
dies are, therefore, now contrived, by which the coals are thoroughly sorted ac- 
cording to size, the smaller being called “ nuts’’ and “ peas,’ and the dust is 
termed ** duff.’’ 





PRACTICAL TREATISE ON MINE ENGINEERING, 


There is, probably, nothing of greater value to the practical man 
than a knowledge of the obstacles that have been met with by those 
engaged ina similar business to himself in the same locality, or where 
the conditions are similar, and of the manner in which those obsta- 
cles have been dealt with, for he is thus enabled to follow the same 
course so far as the experience gained has proved it to be worthy of 
following, and to improve upon it where it has been ascertained to 
be defective, It was to provide the mining engineer with knowledge 
of this kind that Mr. G, C. Greenwell’s well-known work* was ori- 
ginally written; it was intended, as the author tells us, to be a prac- 
tical book, not only to instruct the beginner in the art of mining, but 
to aid those who are more conversant with it in the execution of 
mining work, and the extent to which he has succeeded in the attain- 
ment of his object may be judged of by the fact of his having had 
the gratification of learning that works have been successfully laid 
out and executed in accordance with the recommendations contained 
in his book. In the new edition the author has taken the utmost 
advantage of his 16 years’ additional experience, and brought the 
information down to the date of publication, yet the plan and object 
of the work have not been in any degree altered. 

In the first chapter, wherein he treats of the application of geology 
to mining, he shows the several formations in which coal and iron- 
stone are to be found, and supplies several important sections of coal 
formations in elucidation of the subject. He tells us that it was in 
the Bristol coal field and its neighbourhood that the celebrated Wm. 
Smith, the father of English geology, first practically proved thecor- 
rectness of his geological views as to the uniform order of superposi- 
tion of the rock formations, and demonstrated the soundness of that 
magnificent system which has since been adopted by men of science 
over the entire globe, In the second chapter he treats of building 
slate, bricks, and lime, whilst dykes, slips, faults, mineral veins, and 
internal heat form the subject of the succeeding chapter, This 
chapter cannot fail to prove of immense value to practical men, as it 
affords them every opportunity for thoroughly studying the subject. 
Referring to the subject of internal temperature, he says that if we 
admit that the earth has a proper temperature due to itself, and at 
the same time take into consideration the feeble conducting power of 
the substances near the earth’s surface, we cannot avoid the conclu- 
sion that it is impossible by the method hitherto pursued to fix with 
any certainty upon the mean rate of the increase of temperature as 
we descend (the usual mode of conducting such experiments being to 
divide the depth in feet by the difference in temperature between the 
point of observation underground and the mean temperature at the 
surface, sometimes deducting from the depth the supposed depth of 
surface mean temperature (say, 50 ft.) ; because if we take a line of 
equal distance from the centre of the earth sufficiently distant from 
the surface to be quite unaffected by solar radiation we should at this 
depth (unless affected by other causes) have the temperature iso- 
thermal, His tables and data show the absurdity of the conclusions 
that have been arrived at. 

In the next chapter boring and sinking for coal are described. 
Referring to the “‘ dowsing-rod,” he quotes Pryse (“ Mineralogia Cor- 
nubiensis”’), to show that “ the first inventor of the virgula divina- 
toria was hanged in Germany as a cheat and impostor ;” and he adds 
that Pryse himself seems to have had implicit confidence in its vir- 
tues, The virgula is in the Mendip Hills district firmly believed in, 
but the virtue is, he thinks, more generally suppose to rest in the 
dowser himself than in his rod ; there may be some delicate organism 
in some persons which may be affected in some ordinarily incompre- 
hensible manner by these “ effluvia,” as they are called. Mr, Green- 
well has seen the rod used, and has seen it turn and point down- 
wards, apparently without the will of the operator, where mineral 
veins were certainly probable, but whether there was a vein or not 
at the identical spot was not investigated, The dowser was blind- 
folded, and led again and again with proper precautions over the 
spot, and the rod then twisted his hands forward until the single

SILVER MININGIN ARIZONA.—A letter from Wickenburg (July 22) 
says—The Vulture Mine is 15 miles from the village of Wickenburg. | 
The mine has been opened to a vertical depth of 250 feet, at which 
point the vein is 30 feet in width. The richest ore at the present 
writing is taken from the upper shaft, but no experienced miner can 
for a moment doubt the richness and extent of the mine after a care- 
ful ex amination of its developed ground. The mine has not been opened 
show to advantage, as most of the Washoe mines were, but more reference ap- 
pears to have been had to speedy returns than anything else. A Scotchman, 
Mr, Taylor, is superintendent at the mine, and an excellent superintendent be is, 
Being satisfied of a permanent position, he bas recently brought out bis family 
from the old country. There being no water at or near the mine, the ore has 
to be hauled 15 miles, to Vulture City, in order to be crushed. Vulture City is 
only 1 mile from Wickenburg, and is named from the Vulture Company's mill 
and works, The mill is a 40-stamp mill, with power for 60 stamps, and {sone 
of the finest on the Pacific coast. The average crushing is 80 tons per day, and 
I doubt if there is another of its size in the world that turns out more bullion. 
The hauling of the ore from the mine tothe mill costs the company 7 per ton; 
it formerly cost $9 per ton. An escort of United States troops 1s necessary to 
protect the freight train from the Apaches, who swarm around Wickenburg and 
are very dangerous, to freighters especially, as they are very fond of mule meat. 
A traction engine and cars are now on their way here from Scotland—an experl- 
ment of the superintendent, who saw them work successfully in that country, 
and who Is satisfied that they will reduce the expense of hauling the ore to 32 
per ton. Should this prove the caee, in another year the Vulture property will 
be one of the most valuable on this coast. You wili ask, “* What does the ore 
pay?’’ Of that we cannot speak toa certainty; but we may say that for several 
years it yielded $7'% per ton, clear of all expenses, At the time of the erection 
of the mill the mine was mortgaged to obtain it, but the debt was paid within 
six weeks from the commencement of its crushing. The general superintendent 
of the Vulture Company is Mr. B. Sexton, who came out from Connecticut last 
year for that purpose. Mr. Sexton was at one time a superintendent of a large 
factory at Connecticut, and he has introduced the most surprising system in all 
the company’s transactions, thus demonstrating the great success of mining 
when conducted in a shrewd and systematic manner. The superintendent exer 
cises a fatherly care over his employees, providing for all their wants with ad 
mirable foresight, There is a large garden, in which most of the vegetables} 
necessary for the mill and mine are raised.

REMARKS.—It is futile to expect any decisive change in the posi- 
tion of the Metal Market uatil some marked alteration takes place 
in continental affairs. So long as the cry remains “War to the 
knife!” “ War to the bitter end!” and that upon a scale and mag- 
nitude unknown in the annals of the past, it would be remarkable 
indeed if co-existent with this state of things the arts of peace should 
be found in a flourishing condition. Unlooked-for complications 
arise day by day, which are of such a complexion as totally to alter 
opinions previously formed, and to cause the wary to pause ere com- 
mitting themselves to a course of action which the events of to- 
morrow may show to be fraught withloss. But it is impossible that 
this state of thingscan lastforever. The war must terminate sooner 
or later, and as in the meantime consumption is continually going 
on, 2 time must come when orders now withheld, or put on one side 
and forgotten, will be brought forward for execution, and the ever- 
growing requirements of the world will demand fresh supplies. 
Until that time comes it is, we are of opinion, much wiser to hus- 
band resources than to continue shipments which may promise well 
at the moment, but which in the end may prove unsatisfactory. 

CopprperR.—The feeling in this market tends to weakness, We hear 
of little orno business of any importance. Chili bars are quoted at 
621, to 631., being 1/. below our last week’s prices, and there appears 
to be no demand at this reduction ; ore and regulus, 12s. 3d. The 
smelters may think that they have exercised patience long enough, 
and that the time has come for some decisive action; and so it has, 
only let the course of the action be in the direction which shall re- 
sult in the benefit of the trade, and not in yet greater loss to the 
operator individually, and damage to the trade generally. If it 
were possible to yet further contract the make within narrower limits, 
this would be taking action in the right direction, but to consign 
copper, or to sell it by granting unusual facilities, is taking action 
in a direction which tends to prolong the unhealthy condition of the 
market, to damage the trade generally, and to do no good to the 
consigner or seller, 

YELLOW METAL.—There is a little more doing, but orders are 
usually at such limits as tobe prohibitory. Sheathing is still quoted 
at prices which are considered to be proportionably too high when 
contrasted with the price asked for sheets. 

IroN.—The reports from South Staffordshire are not encouraging. 
The flow of orders on a large scale, or for export, has all but ceased 
during the progress of the war; and were it not that a large propor- 
tion of the home orders find their way to this district, trade would 
be very dull, As it is, however, there is fair activity in some branches 
for articles of home consumption; and if only the wages question, 
which is again cropping up, can be satisfactorily disposed of, the dull 
time may not prove so serious as it might otherwise be. The men 
originally demanded 1s, per ton advance in wages, but this demand 
they ultimately reduced to 6d., acknowledging that the masters were 
unable to comply with the former demand, This proposition of the 
men has been under consideration, and it was finally resolved ata 
meeting of the Ironmasters’ Association, held in Birmingham, on 
Thursday last, that the action already taken by the committee in re- 
fusing for the present to make any advance in wages should be con- 
firmed, It is our desire to look on as neutrals, but it seems to us the 
men have chosen an unhappy moment in which to agitate for any ad- 
vance, It has come to a question not of what the men are entitled, 
or think themselves entitled, to ask, but what the masters can afford 
to give, and he is acting with very short-sighted policy who, really 
comprehending the position in which the masters are, rejects the 
large moiety of the loaf offered him, because he considers himself en- 
titled to a whole loaf. The masters are, we believe, not disinclined 
to grant the reasonable requests of the men, but there is a limit to 
the power of the most indulgent masters to meet the demands of their 
men. From Wales we receive more encouraging reports, but they 
are based rather upon the better feeling which was induced some 
days ago by prospects of peace than from any influx or orders or in- 
crease of business, Makers,in the expectation of a speedy settlement 
of the war question, pushed on various orders in hand toa rapid com- 
pletion, hoping that fresh contracts for the coming quarter would 
take the place of those being worked off, The Russian orders and those 
for America are being cleared off as rapidly as possible. There is a 
good home trade doing in various descriptions, but export business 
is ata lowebb. Scotch pigs are, perhaps, more immediately sensi- 
tive to the disturbing causes which are abroad than any other de- 
scription of iron. We quoted them last week as firm at 51s, 9d., with 
business done, They went up still higher in the early part of this 
week, and the price stiffened to 52s. cash, at which a fair amount of 
business was concluded ; all of which, however, was based upon the 
prospects of peace, and as those prospects melted away the price of 
pigs receded to 51s, 2d, cash, and 5ls,6d.one month, Swedish bars re- 
main unchanged. Prices are firmly upheld, but little or nothing doing.

trade, and “co-operation in the North of England” can be dated 
back a quarter of acentury. If not so widely applied, then, in the 
North as arbitration, certainly for a longer period co-partnerships 
have existed there. The fact should weigh with employers there- 
abouts, as elsewhere, who suffer loss by reason of a want of hearty co- 
operation by their men. That during the long time the subject has 
been in a tangible shape before the world it has made so little pro- 
gress in this country is conclusive as to the comparative disfavour 
with which it is viewed by the majority of employers at collieries and 
iron works. The Mining Journal has from time to time noticed the 
many excellencies and unvarying success of the method of co- 
partnership practised by Messrs. BRIGGS, The paper by Mr. A. O. 
GREENING, with which on Monday the co-partnership debate was 
opened, made prominent mention of Messrs. Briaas’ method. Mr. 
GREENING, it may not be amiss for us to repeat, showed that when 
Messrs. BRIGGS proposed their scheme of dividing profits with their 
workpeople they estimated their fair gains as employers at an aver- 
age of 10 per cent. on a capital of 80,0007. or 90,0007. Mr. HENRY 
CURRER BriG@s, ina printed address, ventured to say that the work- 
people by increased care and economy of materials might add a sum 
of 30007. per annum to these profits, of which increase he proposed 
to ensure them one-half as a bonusin wages. Was that expectation, 
Mr. GREENING asked, too sanguine? Farotherwise. The profits of 
the enterprise since have exceeded the employers’ estimate by at least 
20,0002, per annum; and the capitalists have not only divided from 
123 to nearly 20 per cent. per annum on their capital, but have car- 
ried large sums to reserve. That Messrs. BRIGGs’ is not an excep- 
tional case, however much it may be quoted as such, Mr. GREENING 
showed from the fact that in 1566 the nett profits of the different 
English co-operative societies, after deducting 5 per cent. interest on 
capital, amounted to 374 per cent., and in 1867 to 31 per cent. 

If Messrs. BricGs’ experience should furnish encouragement to 
colliery proprietors, then Messrs. Fox, HEAD, and Co., of Middles- 
borough, should be quoted to ironmasters. After Messrs. BRIGGS 
started their partnership, subsequently to Prof. FAWCETT’S article 
ten years ago in the “ Westminster Review,” Messrs. Fox, HEAD, 
and Co. reconstituted their concern on a similar principle, They 
took as a general model Braiaas and Co.’s plan, but in some material 
points the two plans differed.

CO-PARTNERSHIP, AND ARBITRATION, 


These two questions, as applied to the relations of labour and ca- 
pital, have just been well debated in Newcastle-upon-Tyne. It was 
seemly that at a meeting of the Social Science Association, held at 
such a place, prominence should be given_to subjects than which 
hardly any are now more important to master and man, outside an 
actual demand for the products in which each deal. That district 
has the credit of being tae part of this island in which the principle 
of industrial co-partnership was first fairly tried by English em- 
ployers, and it is with no little satisfaction to ourselves that we can 
point to the coal and iron industries as having been those branches 
of trade in which—not forgetting Messrs. CRossLEY—the method is 
being satisfactorily worked out. In the North of England, too, ar- 
bitration in trade disputes was first applied to the adjusting of differ- 
ences between employers and employed, upon a larger scale than else- 
where in this country—applied, we may be excused for intimating, 
by ironmasters and ironworkers. Thereabouts, therefore, if anywhere 
the allied questions could be debated by men having a practical know- 
ledge of their themes. Happy, too, were the debaters in being able 


ta express their sentiments and expound their plans in a section of | 
the Congress over which Mr. RUPERT KETTLE presided as chairman. | 


Mr. KETTLE, we need scarcely say, is the author of the scheme of 
arbitration which has been adopted by branches of the building and 
other industries, and he it was who was chiefly instrumental, as the 
first umpire, in making arbitration run smootlily when it was started 
by the ironmasters and ironworkers, 

The several days’ discussions in Section B of the Economy and 
Trade Department, at the fourteenth annual Congress of the National 
Association for Promoting Social Science, will henceforth be regarded 
as the occasion when co-partnerships in industry and arbitration in 
trade disputes were brought before the country with a completeness 


and a thoroughness that must contribute to the progress of those | 


amicable relations between capital and labour, which every well re- 
gulated mind ardently desires, Upon the arbitration topic, the views 
of the Cleveland ironmasters, who have adopted the method, were 
enunciated in a paper by Mr, JoHN JONES, the masters’ secretary, 
whilst the views of the men were well expressed by representatives 
on their side. Indeed, not alone in prepared papers, but also in ex- 
tempore utterances—“ How far is it desirable and practicable to es- 


tablish Courts of Conciliation or Arbitration between employers and | 


employed?” was an interrogatory abundantly answered in the affirma- 
tive. Unanimously it was resolved— 

“1, That this section desires to draw the attention of the Councll of the Asso- 
Clation to the fact that, in the opinion of the section, the working of Boards of 
Conciliation and Arbitration, as a means of preventing, and when they arise, 
of settling disputes between employers and employed, has been successfal; and 


that it is desirable encouragement should be given to their extenston, under 
timilar conditions, to other industries and other localities than those in which 
they have been already established.—2. That such boards should be established 


voluntarily ; and the best form of such board seems to be that of an equal num 
ber of representatives of employers and employed, presided over by an inde 
pendent Chairman, to be chosen by the representatives, who shall act as umpir¢ 
in case the representatives cannot agree, and whose decision shall be final. — 
3. That the decision of the board or the umpire, as the case may be, should be 
in the nature of an ordinary award, and capabie of legal enforcement ; and that 
it is desirable for the Legislature to provide some simple and inexpensive plan 
Ss the attendance of parties and witnesses, or of enforcing such de- 
Clseions.’ 

Then came the enquiry, “ How far is it desirable and practicable 


to extend partnerships of industry?” If upon the topic of arbitra- 
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Happily, masters who will not accept co-operation have 
arbitration, To those who have adopted neither we would strongly 
urge their consideration of their taking up one orthe other. We are 
sorry, however, to learn that on the matter of Sunday fettling cer- 
tain of the workmen who agreed to abide by the decision of Mr. T. 
HUGHES upon that question are not carrying out that arbitrator's 
decision. The discussion at Newcastle presented many points of in- 
terest which may well be taken up with advantage in these columns, 
3ut we can enter upon no more at present, By-and-bye we hope to 
recur to the subject.

THE HOME SECRETARY ON “TRUCK.” 


The Right Hon. H. A. BrucE, in addressing that portion of his 
constituency residing in the vicinity of Glasgow, in the Trades’ Hall 
there, referred to the leading topics agitating the political world, 
With regard to Scotch business—as he represented a Scotch consti- 
tuency—he could only apologise and promise. As Home Secretary, 
he might apply (he said) the famous line of GOLDSMITH—with a 
slight change— 

‘* Eternal tempests rattle round his head.”* 
But if the right hon. gentleman has not more solid footing than he 
evinced on this occasion when speaking of “Truck,” he may find 
that the “tempests rattle round his head,” to some extent, because 
he invokes them, 

After speaking of measures which the right hon. gentleman had 


last session either to postpone or abandon, he said :— 

“In the meantime, it gives me great satisfaction to think that I have been 
the means of directing enquiry into a matter which largely affects the working 
classes of this country—a system which has existed undoubtedly long in Scot- 
land, but which, I grieve to hear, has taken extenston of late years, and which 
I cannot but consider a disgrace to those by whom It is carried on—I mean the 
Truck system. (Cheers.) I have long been cognisant of the evils of the Truck 
system, and I have been charged with neglect in not having sooner dealt with 
this measure, but I will put it to you, as candid men, to judge me fairly. Thad 
considerable experience as a magistrate, and it was my duty to convict in many 
cases where, as it seemed to me, the attempta made to defeat the law were as 
astute and as cunning as any I have heard of since. The very next year after 
I came into Parliament [ was appointed one of a Select Committee to enquire 
whether any further legislation was possible for the purpose of suppressing the 
evils that still existed under the Track Act. That Commisston sat during the 
whole of the session of Parliament, and the result of their deliberations was 
that they did not see their way to any strengtheningof the Act. Several Secre- 
tarles of State have issued enquiries on the subject, and reports have been made 
to them which have been published. Several Secretaries of State, to my know- 
ledge, have considered the subject with a view to the improvement of the law, 
and all have abandoned the undertaking as hopoless. I think, therefore, that 
I shall not be charged with any undue neglect and disregard of my duties in not 
having undertaken that which many men my superiors in abliity and expe- 
rience had declared to be hopeless. But when, on tue motion of Mr. MUNDELLA, 
it was shown that there were those great evils—that there were evils that were 
deeply affecting the interests of the working classes, and at the same time sow- 
ing discord between the different classes of society—I considered that another 
effort should be made, and an effort as complete as possible, In order to dis- 
cover the whole extent of the evil, and, having discovered it, to apply the remedy. 
Commissioners were appointed with unusual power—with power to examine 
witnesses on oath. I hope they will obtain the truth in this matter; and If the 
case be as It Is represented, and as I am sorry to say there 1s but too much rea- 
son to believe, [ hope it will be in my power to present to Parllament a measure 
which will have the effect of doing away with that which, as I have said before, 
seems to me little short of a national disgrace. (Cheers.) ForI cannot conceive 
anything more disgraceful than to hold out to workmen the promise of wages, 
and then to break it by compelling them to deal at shops owned by their em- 
ployers, there exacting from them higher prices than those charged by the trade, 
and at the same time frequently giving them an inferior article. (Cheers; and 
a volce,‘Shame.’) Ido not apply that remark universally to all those who prac- 
Lise this system. Abstractly, the Truck system of payment of wages Is one which 
is capable of being carried on with perfect fairness, almost, I may say, with ad- 
vanlage, to the workman, because you can conceive an employer of labour using 
his capital for the purpose of getting the very best goods, and furnishing them 


to his workmen at even a lower rate of profit than that with which ordinary 
shopkeepers are contented, But we know how great the temptations are to make 
profita, especially during bad times; and we know that, in point of fact, how 
ever honourably this system, tn itself illegal, may have been conducted by cer- 
tain persons, by the majority, at any rate, it has been so conducted as to cause 
tLe deepest dissatisfaction to a large number of our countrymen. (Cheers.)’’

THE COPPER TRADE.—Notwithstanding the comparatively large 
importations of copper ore which have recently taken place into Swan. 
sea, the copper ore trade of the district is in an exceedingly flatandun. 
satisfactory condition, For a long time past the price has been so 
wretchedly low as not to pay for its manufacture; and we regret to 
state that another, once amongst the largest and most flourishing, 
works has been obliged to succumb to the exigencies of the times, 
The White Rock Copper Works, situate on the banks of the Swansea 
River, worked by the Messrs, WILLIAMS, Fosrer, and Co., in con- 
juuction with Mr, H, H. VivIAN, M.P., has been for some time past 
gradually diminishing its make of copper, furnaces having been blown 
out one after another, and relays of workmen discharged. There 
are now only some seven or eight furnaces in operation, giving em- 
ploy to some 70 or 80 men; and we regret to state that the works 
will be entirely closed about the end of the present month of October, 
This must not be regarded, as some imagine, from any supposed 
rivalry with works at Liverpool, but simply from the long-continued 
depression of trade, and the low prices of manufactured copper which 
have ruled for a considerable time past. The stoppage of the works 
in question is, however, much to be regretted, both in a commercial 
and manufacturing point of view, the trade of the port being affected 
thereby, whilst a large number of men are thrown out of employ, 
many of whom have been engaged in the works the whole of their 
life time. Some years ago the works in question turned out between 
60 and 70 tons of copper per week, and, of course, gave employ to 
several hundreds of men. 








THE RATING OF COLLIERIES,—It is somewhat singular that no 
satisfactory basis has yet been settled upon which collieries may be 
valued and assessed for the payment of rates. It is a matter of the 
greatest importance, not only to the colliery proprietors themselves 
but to the parochial authorities; and sone universal basis of valu- 
ation would be cordially hailed by all classes alike. Able treatises 
have been written, the opinion of council taken, and the decision of 
the Appeal Courts sought, but each and all have failed to establish 
any mode which proves conclusive and satisfactory. The various 
Unions in the South Wales district are about making another effort 
in this most desirable direction. Fur some time past the system has 
been adopted throughout the district of assessing each colliery at 
uniform rate of 6d. per ton upon the quantity of coal raised; but 
this is so manifestly unjust, that the Merthyr Tydvil have taken the 
initiative, and have given notice of their intention to appeal there- 
from at the next Quarter Sessions of the Peace for the county. 
general meeting of overseers of the county, consequent thereon, 
lately took place at Neath, at which other Unions intimated their 
intention to follow the example of the Merthyr Union, and thus raise 
the whole question for discussion. A suggestion has, however, been 
made by which the expenses of appeal may be saved; but whether, 
if carried out, it will prove satisfactory to both parties remains to 
be seen. The suggestion is to the effect that the Chairman for the 
Court of Quarter Sessions for Glamorganshire shall be asked to sp- 
point a valuer to value every colliery in the four Unions of the county, 
and that, with such end in view, arrangements be made to consoli- 
date and adjourn the appeals. For our own part, we very much 
question whether this mode of procedure would answer the end in 
view—it is simply a genteel way of “shelving the question " until 8 
more convenient time and season. We hear that an objection has 
already been raised thereto by one of the most extensive colliery pe 
prietors in the county, on the ground that the contemplated nome 
assessment would not work equitably ; and it is also evident that the 
guardians cannot in any way control or coerce the conduct of _ 
overseers in this respect, and, therefore, it is questionable — nf 
the guardians have any jurisdiction in the matter. In the midst 0 
all the uncertainty and doubt which prevails upon the whole ques- 
tion, would it not be advisable to consult the opinions of the yo 
proprietors themselves upon the matter? They are the most a J

IMPROVEMENTS IN ROASTING ORE, 


oved roasting furnace is at present being introduced in 
Colorado, of the success of which the inventor, Mr. JOHN P, AREY, 
igvery sanguine. The construction of the furnace is searcely so simple 
a ould be wished, but this may be unimportant, if the results be 
3 atisfactory as promised, The shaft of the furnace, which is 
formed within the walls, rises in a zigzag manner from the chamber 
at the bottom for collecting the roasted ore, and terminates at the 

mmit of the furnace, where a hopper is provided for feeding the 
into the shaft, The prominent angles of the opposite sides of 
this shaft from bottom to top are in about the same vertical plane. 
Hence the ore, while falling in streams through the shaft, will be 
crossed and re-crossed by the heated currents rising from the fire- 
place ; these currents also circulate freely through the spaces op- 
sosite these angles and the descending streams of ore, and uniformly 
heat the shaft throughout its length. Leading out of this shaft, and 
near its upper end, is an escape flue, which may be either zigzag or 
straight, terminating in a dust chamber at the base of the furnace. 
Near the upper end of the principal shaft, and on one side of it,isa 
fire chamber, the products of combustion from which pass first into 
theshaft and then through the transverse passage into the escape flue. 

This auxiliary fire-place is preferably arranged over the short flue, 
put may be placed below or opposite to it, or in any other place where 
the heated products will be compelled to first enter the shaft before 
escaping into an outlet flue. The object of this fire-place is to make 
the ore pass the highly-heated products therefrom previous to being 
prought under the direct influence of the heated currents ascending 
from the lower part of the shaft, by which means the ore is brought 
toa condition for being more readily acted upon while falling through 
the shaft. Another advantage is that the flame from this fire-place 
entering the shaft so near the common escape flue will pass into this 
fue along with the dust, which is either too light to pass below or 
which may be carried into the flue by the draught, and mingling with 
the escaping heat and gases will become thoroughly roasted before 
itreaches the dust chamber. The dust chamber is connected with 
achimney, at the base of which is a fan, rotated more quickly or 
slowly according to the force of draught required ; and to start the 
fireinthe auxiliary fire-place, at the top of the shaft, draught dampers 
may be opened above or below the fire. Two furnaces are at present 
in course of erection, and will shortly be practically tested,

RAILWAY ACCOMMODATION IN WALES.—The newspaper press of the 
South Wales districtis at length boldly taking up the question of better 
aud more adequate railway accommodation, There is a universal 
complaint, not only as to passenger comfort and convenience, but 
that the provision for the mineral traffic is altogether inadequate and 
defective. The Great Western Company, whose line is the main 
artery throughout the whole district, is apparently not only regard- 
less of the comforts and convenience of passengers, the urgent wants 
and necessities ot its traders and mineral freighters, but also indif- 
ferent to their own interests, It has long since been proverbial that 
any broken-down engines will do for the South Wales trade, whilst 
its third-class passenger “carriages” are but little, if anything, better 
than “horse-boxes.” With regard to its mineral traffic, there is not 
ouly no attempt made to develope the trade of the district, but the 
universal requests of merchants and shippers are disregarded, and 
thus impediments are placed in the way of trade expansion by this 
extraordinary apathy and indifference on the part of the railway 
company. How trade can flourish in the face of these obstacles, or 
the shareholders of the railway can expect to receive dividends aris- 
ing from mineral traffic, isan enigma which can only be solved by 
the directors and managers of the company in question, The public 
generally of the whole district seem, however, to be now awakening 
to the necessity of endeavouring to obtain far better railway facili- 
ties both for passenger and trading purposes. Any response to this 
universal desire seems hopeless, so far as the Great Western Board 
is concerned; but the steady advance of the Midland Company into 
the district is watched with great interest, and its advent will be 
most cordially welcomed by all classes.

REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Sept, 29.—The iron works throughout the district continue ac- 
tively employed, and in some departments there is increased anima- 
tion evinced. This is attributable almost solely to the expedition 
with which makers continue to push forward all the large contracts 
yet unexcuted, more particularly those on Russian account, which 


There, are it is satisfactory to find, orders enough in hand still to 
afford full employment for some time to come. Fresh specifications 
are expected, but, perhaps, with less sanguineness, to arrive during 
the next quarter. Large quantities of railway iron will, undoubt- 
edly, be required, but how long the war will cause them to be de- 
layed is questionable. Average clearances continue to be made to 
the United States, but even from that quarter contracts are given 
out with a sparing hand. The destruction which has taken place 
on the Continent during the conflict may be expected to lead to large 
requirements, but it is doubtful whether the financial condition of 
the belligerent countries will allow of their being immediately sup- 
plied, In connection with the Tin-Plate Trade there is scarcely any- 
thing fresh to notice. The works throughout the district are fairly 
employed, and business is tolerably brisk, but prices are still un- 
remunerative. 

Although a fair amount of business is being done in the Steam Coal 
Trade, there is a diminution as compared with two or three weeks 
ago. The advices lately received from several of the foreign markets 
have not been encouraging as regards the negociations for peace, and 
some coal proprietors entertain a thought that the shipments to some 
of the northern ports will increase. From several of the southern 
ports of Spain the demand is necessarily smaller than usual, because 
almost every branch of trade is suspended, and for war purposes only 
tis coal consumed in anything like large quantities. The season for 
House Coal business has just been entered upon, and numerous pur- 
chases are now being made to replenish winter stocks. 

The capacities of many of the collieries in the district, both house 
and steam coal, have been increased largely since last year, by im- 
provements and extensions, and a considerably expanded demand is 
now necessary to keep the pits in regular employment. Extensions 
of the mine tracks are still being carried out in many parts of the 
district, amongst which may be mentioned Cyfarthfa mines and col- 
lieries, Penydarren, and the Messrs, Nixon’s collieries. New pits will 
soon, it is expected, be opened in connection with the Penydarren works, 

All the works in the Pontypool district are gradually resuming ope- 
rations, many of which have been unlighted for a considerable period. 
The Lower Mill Works were successfully re-started a few days ago. 

The enquiry by commission into the operation of the Truck Act in 
South Wales was opened on Tuesday, as was announced, and several 
days’ sittings have been gone through. The Commissioners were Mr. 
C. 5. E. Bowen, barister-at-law, and Mr, A. G. Sellar, It was at first 
doubtful whether much evidence could now be adduced in this district, the 
Track System, which once was undoubtedly prevalent, having been, to all ap- 
pearance, almoet entirely abandoned. A number of witnesses, however, have 
submitted to examination, and some important testimony given. The supcrin- 
tendents of police in the various divisions of the county of Glamorgan deposed 
to the existence of company’s shops in connection with the works in the districts 
of Swansea, Bridgend, and Pontypridd. But nearly all the works referred to 
are some of the second and third class establishments, and such as are, as it 
were, In fsolated parts of the districts. From these places several witnesses, 
meno and women, gave tolerably clear evidence as to the practice of long pays, 
and the Issuing of notes to the men, by which they obtained provisions from the 
company’s shop, cash being rarely obtained. ‘The enquiry is, it is understood, 
to be coutinued at Merthyr and other parts of the district.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Sept, 28.—The raising of the blockade, the lowering of the import 
duty into Germany by 5s. a ton, on Ist proximo, and the opening of 
the German ports, caused a demand for steamers to take out iron 
there, which has increased our exports this week, and gives hopes of 
a continuance; but with this comes the probability of the prolonga- 
tion of the war to an indefinite extent, so that the heavy shipments 
are unaccompanied with the usually increased demand, The mar- 
ket closed last week with hardening prices up to 52s, prompt, but on 
Monday on receipt of the failure of the negociations for peace, the 
market gave way, and closed down to 51s, 6d. cash. Yesterday there 
was no improvement, and 51s. 43d. for cash was the closing price, 
and 51s.7}d. a month. To-day market very quiet, and business 
done at 51s. 4}d., and 51s. 5d. cash, closing buyers 51s, 4}d., and 
51s, 74d. a month, sellers wanting a fraction more. No. 1, g.m.b., 
51s, 9d.; No. 3, 5ls. 3d, Makers’ iron without change. The foreign 
shipments of the week were 9930 tons, and the coastwise 6718 tons 
= 16,648 tons, against 11,983 tons in the same week last year. 

Makers of Manufactured Iron are getting through with their or- 
ders, but the smaller works experience no difficulty as yet; larger 
makers are, however, not quite so hopeful of the future. The spe- 
cifications shipped include bars, tie-bars, flues, sheet galvanised, 
and nail-rods; cast manufactures, including hollow ware, pipes, 
railway chairs, &c. Prices are hardly so firm, and there is rather a 
tendency with makers to add an additional 5 percent. to induce orders, 

At the meeting of the Iron Workers’ National Association at Sun- 
derland, a matter came under consideration having reference to the gas furnaces 
that have been introduced into the Motherwell Works and others that are now 
building at Blochairn, Glasgow. Evidence was adduced to show that they had 
been injurious to the health of the workman, and had materially increased his 
labour, and intensified the amount of heat which he had toendure. The con- 
ference finally agreed to the following recommendation :--** That this conference 
recommend to the men of Scotland, who say that they are working the gas fur- 
naces at a pecuolary disadvantage, and which, according to the evidence of the 
men, is most injurious to health, to give in their notice to leave the works if 
their grievance is not removed, and that they endeavour to find situations for 
them elsewhere,.’’ With regard to Blochairn. most extensive as well as expen- 
sive ranges of gas furuaces are in course of erection on the opposite side of the 
canal from the works, which it would be ruinous to abandon; and it ts quite 
likely that if the men leave these works, the Messrs. Hannay will be compelled 
to bring in new bands—men new to the trade—and train them to the work, and 
thus add to the number employed through the unworkableness of the men. 
Surely what can be done elsewhere may be done at Motherwell and Blochairn.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


Sept, 29.—The state of the Iron Trade in Derbyshire has in no way 
(changed since our last notice, so that the works as a rule are kept 
fairly going. The collieries, also, are doing a good business. A rather 
large tonnage of steam coal has been recently sent to Grimsby, for 
exportation to the North of Europe, but this source appears likely to 
fall off shortly, by the closing of the Baltic for the winter. It was 





expected that the opening, or, rather, the withdrawal of the blockade from Ham- 
burg would have led to a large and immediate demand for steam coal for that 
| port, which has long been one of the best customers the English colliery pro- 
| prietor has had, The fact that supplies had fallen off, and prices had almost 
| doubled, led to a good deal being sent there during last weck ; but the news re- 
ceived on Wednesday, that a part of the French fleet was cruising at the mouth 
| of the Elbe, has been the means of stopping vessels from proceeding there, By 
} the way, much surprise has been felt at the inactivity of Lhe flee’, and the ques- 
tion has been frequently asked what it has done besid:s capturing a few com- 
paratively small craft. A good deal of house coal Is being forwarded from Clay 
Cross and other places to London, to which an intreased quantity will now be 
rent, as the winter trade is gradually sectingin, Aconsidcrable tonnage of coal 
and coke is also passing over the Midland line into Northamptonshire, for the 
supply of the furnaces there, aud from which the wagous returu freighted with 
ironstone, 

The activity which has for some time been the rule at several of 
the works in Sheffield, which produce heavy iron and steel goods and 
war material, is fully maintained. Heavy armour-plates and massive 
shields, as well as steel guns and gun-carriages, are in brisk request, 
Indeed, thé rolling-mills are as busy as they well can be. Makers of rails, plates, 
and general locomotive work are in fall swing, and a good business is being 
done at several of the foundries in thedistrict. Bessemer steel material of every 
description continues iu brisk demand. In the Rotherham district, also, trade 
generally is favourable, and with every prospect of continuing so during the 
winter. The works of Messrs. Newton, Chambers, and Co., at Chapeltown and 
Thorneliffe, are now busy. Although there has been some slight interruption 
to the work, owing to the dearth of water, gas, water, and heating pipes, gas 
tanks, palisadings, gates, sanitary sinks, stove, and gencral castings are in very 
good demand. ‘The collieries after their long stand, owing to the dispute, are 
now showing some of that unceasing activity which formerly characterised 
them, and already between 500 and 600 of the old hands have resumed work, in 
addition to the large numberof non-Unionists who have been employed for 
some time. The works of the Messrs. Dawes, at Milton and Elsccar, are kept 
weil going, and it is expecied that the new gas furnaces for puddling at the 
former place will soon be completed, so that with the new rail mill in operation 
a great increase will take piace in the production of rails and other materials, 

The great event of the week in South Yorkshire has been the 
meeting called for the purpose of finding a way to send coal to London other- 
wise than by the Great Northern ; and from the very spirited manner in which 
the matter has been taken up by the wealthiest of the coalowners, there is very 
little doubt but what the effort made will succeed, and that they will be placed 
ina better position for competing with theDerbyshire aud NorthCountry owners, 

The Coal Trade in the Barnsley district is, on the whole, tolerably 
good, with a fair tonnage going to London, but, of course, nothing like what 
it has been in some former years, For Silkstones there has been quite an im- 
proved demand lately, and there is slightly more doing in engine fuel with 
Lancashire. So far our coalowners bave had plenty of orders for steam cual, 
more particularly for Hull and Grimsby, from which shipments of late have 
been rather heavy; but the activity is not expected to last much lopger, Coke 
is in very brisk request, there being markets for all that is made, 





THE OLD SILKSTONE COLLIERIES. 


The villageof Silkstone, about four miles from Barnsley, and where 
the well-known seam of coal which takes its name from the place 
was first worked nearly 70 years ago, was the scene of great rejoic- 
ings on Saturday last. Some time since the men in the employ of 
| Capt. Clarke, of Noblethorpe Hall, the proprietor of the Old Silk- 
stone Collieries, struck, owing to the proposed change in the wages 
| to be paid to about a dozen of the men, and it was to celebrate the adjustment 
of the dispute that the men were invited to a dinner, Which was provided in a 
large marquee in the centre of Noblethorpe Park, At noon the men and boys, 
numbering several hundreds, walked in procession to the parish church, which 
was nearly filled by a large and attentive audience, including a good many of 
the wives and children of the men, as well as persons from a distance, 

The Rev. J. L. WALTON, the vicar, gave a highly interesting address 
on the position of the miners in the district in relation to their employers, and 
the things which were a bar to the progress of the working collier. Oneof the 
great obstacles to the advancement of the men, he said, was the want of edu- 
cation, for so far what had been donein promoting it bad been done for and not 
by them. Ability to read was worth but little unless sedulously used in the 
attainment of that knowledge to which it was only the key. There were some 
among them to whom reading afforded nelther pleasure nor profit, and who 
wondered that others could read for hours together. Want of time was often 
an excuse for not learning, allhough time was found for the beerhouse, lounging 
al street coruers, or idling in the fields. Those who prefer passing their time 
in that way must be contented to perform the drudgery work, aud leave the 
higher places of confidence and trust to be takeu by those who have appreciated 
the advautage of education. It was, therefore, the duty of the working menu to 
help to place the rising generation, so far as education was concerned, in a 
better position than the present, for tt was painful to reflect that so largea pro- 
portion of the working classes were to be found in the listof criminal offenders, 
It stood upon record that whilst young persons between 15 and 20 formed not 
quite one-tenth of the population, they were guilty of nearly one-fourth of its 
crime. They could not wonder at that when they knew that children whose 
education was neglected were, as a rule, the first to find their way to prison. 
Another obstacle to the progress of the class he was addressing was their im- 
provident habits, forgetting that the time would come wheu they could nwt work, 
and for which it was their duty to make what provision they could whilst they 
were ina position todoso. Another habit productiveof a great deal of evil was 
that of gambling. Let them avoid, then, all games of chance, by which they 
must either deprive themselves or their fellow-workmen of some of their hard- 
earved fruits of toll. Indifference to home comforts and the moral training of 
their children were evils which were also prejudicial to the advancement of the 
working classes. Valuable as school instraction might be, it was assuming too 
much to suppose that without the influence of good home training it would be 
sufficient to cause their children to be moral young men and women, The 
home, therefore, should bea moral training school. The last impediment to 
the progress of the working classes which he should notice was the want of en- 
lightened independence, One step tn that direction on the part of the work- 
men was sirict integrity towards their employers, especially when they bar- 
gained for certain hours of their time, and fulfilled their engagement by pay- 
ing for them. If power, wealth, or threats were insufficient to move a man from 
what he know to be wrong that man, however poor, was independent. One of 
the means to belp forward their improvement to those who could read was 
through the agency of books, and applying the knowledge so gained by apply- 
jug it to its proper use—the exercising and disciplining of the various faculties 
of the reason and mind, so that they might grow stalwart and strong. Before 
concluding, he would say with regard to work and labour itself, ** It is only by 
labour that thought can be made healthy, and Only by thought that labour can 
be made happy, and the two cannot be separated with impunity.’ All honour 
to the earnest-hearted ones who amid the hard struggles of a tolling life still 
put their shoulders to the wheel, and cry nildesperandum. We urged them to 
bonest individual independence, and to elevate themselves above ignorance, 
bigotry, prejudice, and hypocrisy, above low cunning, trick au | treachery, and 
all those detestable vices which lay in the path of their progress, 

On leaving the church a procession was formed, and, preceded by the Dod- 
worth Band, the whole of the workpeople proceeded to the Park, and having 
passed in front of the Hall, then proceed to the marquee. Nearly 400 sat down 
to an excellent dinner, to which full justice was done, At the conclusion of the 
repast the chair was taken by the Rev. D. L. Walton, who was supported on 
either side by Capt. Clarke and Mr. ,» M.D., and others. 

After the loyal toasts had been dis; [, Mr. WILSON gave the health of 
Captain and Mrs. Clarke, which was received with much enthusiasm, 

Captain CLARKE, in returning thanks for the hearty reception the toast had 
met with, sald he was glad to see so many happy faces around him. He 
could assure them that both himself and Mrs. Clarke would do all they could 
to promote their welfare of the meu and their families. He hoped also that 
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trasted the present happy state of the place with what it was a year ago, when 
the men were away from work so long. The present occasion, he believed, would 
be the means of cementing a new bond of union between the employed and the 
employer, which would long continue, and be strengthened year by year. 

Capt. CLARKE said he had ever been desirous of meeting every fair request on 
the part of the men; but capital had itsclaimsas well as labour. The collieries 
would be useless without the workmen, and the latter would not be required but 
for the capitalist. He hoped that the gathering would be looked upou as a cor- 
dial reunion’ between himself and them, and that for years to come a dispute 
wonld be unknown at Silkstone. When they had a grievance he trusted that 
they would bring it before him, and he would endeavour to settle it without any 
outside ald. ——Mr. BALM then gave the health of the manager, which was re- 
sp »nded to by Mr. E. TEASDALE and Mr. LAWTON. Several other toasts were 
given, after which various athletic sports were indulged in for prizes given by 
Mr. Clarke, and which afforded a good deal of amusement to himself and the 


members of his family. 


THE COAL TRAFFIC BY RAILWAY TO LONDON. 
IMPORTANT MEETING OF COALOWNERS AND RAILWAY DIRECTORS, 


One of the largest and most influential meetings of coalowners 
which has been held in Yorkshire took place at the King’s Head 
Hotel, Barnsley, on Tuesday, convened at the instance of the South 
Yorkshire Coalowners’ Association. The members of that body and 
others were met by Lord Auckland, Sir E. Watkin, Mr. Underwood, 
and Mr. Sacre on the part of the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Rail- 
way Company. There were also present Mr. Aldwicke. Mr. Smith, Mr. R. Bax- 
ter, Doncaster; Mr. Bartholomew and Mr. Blythe, Wombwell Main Colliery ; 
Mr. Crofts and Mr. Batty, Darley Main and Pinder Oaks Collierles; Mr. G. 
Craik, East Gawber Colliery; Mr. Stewart and Mr. Simpson, Lund Hill; Mr. 
Dymond, the Oaks Colliery; Mr. Pope, Denaby Main ; Mr. P. Cooper, the Holmes 
Colliery, Masborough ; Mr. J. Cooper, Mr. Mann, and Mr, Maddison, Worsbo- 
rough Collieries ; Mr. J. Mitchell, Swaithe and Edmund’s Main Collieries; Mr. 
Newton and Mr. A. Chambers, the Chapeltown and Thorncliffe Collierles; Mr. 
Huntriss, Darfield Main Colliery; Mr. Warrington, Strafford Main; Mr. H. 
Walker, Wharncliffe Silkstone Colliery ; Mr. Waring, Rotherham ; Mr. Lawton, 
Blacker Main; Mr. E. Booth, Silkstone Fall Colliery, &c. Sir E. Watkin was 
unanimously called to the chair, and Mr. Crofts was solicited to act as secretary 
on the occasion. 

Mr. E. WATKIN, in opening the business of the meeting, said that the gentle- 
men present would be acquainted with the recent decision given by Sir J. Kars- 
lake with regard to theagreement entered into some seven years ago between the 
Great Northern and Midland Railway Companies as to the traffic rates for coal 
going over the respective lines to London. By that arrangement the tonnage 
of coal sent from South Yorkshire to the metropolis had fallen off more than 
one-half, whilst the Great Northern could not have the agreement dissolved 
without giving five years’ notice. For altering that state of things various sug- 

tions had been made, including a loop line to join the Great Eastern from 

ndon, for it was evident that if the Yorkshire coalowners were to be relieved 
it must be by some means independent of the Great Northern, For the purpose 
of regaining the lost trade to London, he thought that that, to some consider- 
able extent, could be effected by the colliery proprietors starting an independent 
line of steamers from Grimsby to London. If that were done the Manchester, 
Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Company woald aid them as far as possible, by giving 
such a rate tothat port as would enable the South Yorkshire colliery proprietors 
to compete more favourably with Newcastle and al3o with Derbyshire. If that 
were done an arrangement might be entered into been the two parties based on 
a fair division of the profits which would result from such an arrangement. 

It was stated that a rate of Is. per ton less than was paid by the Great Northern, 
besides the city and other dues, would place the coalowners of South Yorksbire 
in a position to admit of their competing favourably with the Midland and 
Northern coal fields. It was also suggested that a loop-line. via the Manchester 
and Sheffield, to Lincoln, to join the Great Eastern at March. and which, from 
the very favourable character of the gradients, could be made at a very mode- 
rate cost indeed, would afford all that could be desired. It was felt, however, 
that as such a mode of reaching London would require an Act of Parliament, 
and a considerable time in constructing, something of a more immediate cha- 
racter was required, as it was necessary that an effort should be at once made 
to recover back some of the trade which bas been lost during the last few years. 

Mr. BAXTER said it appeared to him most likely indeed that the present posi- 
tion of the coalowners of South Yorksbire with regard to the Great Northern, 
as the medium of taking their produce to London, would ultimately lead to the 
formation of an independent line, unconnected with the former, and by which 
they would be able to compete with other districts. 

Sir E. WATKIN said he had almost become a convert to the opinion just ex- 
pressed by Mr. Baxter. 

It was then moved and seconded, and unanimously agreed to, that a deputa- 
tion, consisting of Mr. C. Bartholomew, Mr. Steward, Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Pope, 
and Mr. T. Dymond, should wait upon the directors of the Manchester, Shef- 
field, and Lincolnshire Railway Company, with a view to ascertaining what 
rate they would give from the South Yorkshire coal field to the pit of Grimsby 
in the event of a service of steam packets being established from there to Lon- 
don, and report toa future meeting. Ina discussion which took place the desire 
of the Great Northern to get rid of the agreement with the Midiand was ques- 
tioned, seeing that it was taking a good deal of coal from the Derbyshire coal 
fleld,and had not given the five years’ notice to cancel the agreement, as required. 

A committee was then formed for the purpose of arranging the bases on 
which the proposal of Sir E. Watkin, and the forming of a lineof steamers from 
Grimsby to London, could be carried out, and to report to a future meeting. 











REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Sept. 29.—The Preliminary Quarterly Meeting of the South Staf- 
fordshire Ironmasters has been held to-day, at Birmingham, under 
the presidency of the Chairman for the year, Mr. F. Smith. It was 
resolved to make no change in the trade list of prices, which con- 
tinue based on 8/7. per ton forcommon bars. The question of the 
appeal of the workmen for an advance of wages was brought before 
the meeting, which unanimously approved the decision of the stand- 
ing committee of the Association, announced to the men by the 
Chairman, that in the present position of the trade no change can 
be made in the rate of wages. The next matter of importance for 
consideration was the appointment of Chairman for the coming year. 
The whole panel of the committee of the Association having served 
office in turn, it became necessary to make an arrangement for the 
next year. Ultimately, it was decided to appoint Mr. Hunt, the 
manager of the New British Iron Company, of the Corngreaves Iron 
Works, near Dudley, Chairman for the year 1871. Mr. Hunt has 
been very assiduous in his s.ttendance at the committee meetings of 
the trade, and has been always willing to devote time to any ques- 
tion affecting its interest. The general question of the election of 
Chairman was, therefore. not raised. 

On ’Change, after the meeting, Pig-Iron remained firm for best 
brands, but buyers got a slight reduction on most other descriptions. 
Native all mine, 37. 153,; hematites, 4/.; and cold-blast natives, 47. 10s. 
per ton, In the home trade there was a very fair demand for bars, 
plates, angles, small iron, and strips for tube making. Sheets were 
reported not so active as they have been, the Russian orders being 
mostly worked off ; but a good demand is noted for galvanising and 
corrugating purposes. Bridge and girder specifications continue to 
come in, and in some cases are very heavy. 

The raising of the blockade of the North German ports has led to 
a few orders being given out, which, with the speedy prospects of a 
more serious blockade by frost, are pressed for completion. Other- 
wise the trade is rather quiet, and is likely to be dull during the 
winter, though orders may be just now held back, as is usual at the 
end of a quarter, 

The Conference of Ironworkers at Sunderland has been consider- 
ing the movement in North Staffordshire for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an advance of wages. It was resolved to prepare an appeal to 
the masters of that district, asking them to meet the men on the sub- 
ject at a special meeting, and a deputation from the Conference was 
appointed, to proceed to North Staffordshire for the purpose of pro- 
moting the movement, It appears to be now arranged that the men 
in Staffordshire are to fight the battle for those in the North, to suf- 
fer all the loss and privation attending a strike, and then, when if 
it so turns out they succeed, the men in the North claim the advance, 
because it has been given elsewhere, 

A new wood screw has been brought out by Mr. John Frearson, 
mechanical engineer, of Birmingham, which seems to obviate evils connected 
with the present screw. The nick by means of which screws are now driven is 
a great element of weakness, half the head not unfrequently falling off, from the 
weakness which the nick causes. Mr. Frearson’s screw has a V-shaped nick, 
deep In the centre, where there is plenty of substance, and shallowing towards 
the thin edges, TLe driver being V-shaped, bas a very firm grip of the screw. 

The Truck Acts are, it seems, largely violated in the case of the 
nallers of Rowley, Blackheath, Old Hill, and other places south of Dudley, and 
the Birmingham Gazette advises that the Commission now enquiring should 
consider their case. The suggestion is so far gocd, but the real cure for the 
eo and misery of the nailers is to prevent so many of their children being 

rought up to the trade, which it is to be hoped the Factory Acts and the Work- 
shops’ Regulation Act will effect. 

THE SANDWELL PARK SCHEME.—The directors of the Sandwell 
Park Colliery Company held a meeting on Tuesday, at Sandwell 
Park, and decided upon the spot where the shafts are to be sunk, so 
that operations have now actually commenced. Fresh impetus will 
be given to this scheme by the late visit of the Dudley Mining In- 
stitute to the Hafod Pits, Ruabon, for there they have sunk through 
the Permians, and found coal at a spot in many respects similar to 
that chosen for exploration at Sandwell. Should this undertaking 





cannot be too highly commended, for we have authority for stat- 
ing that they have come forward purely for the encouragement of 
an undertaking which has in view such a laudable object. They look 
on the capital invested as money lost, and should success crown 
their efforts they will be amply rewarded ; should it be otherwise 
they will not be disappointed, will have the satisfaction of knowing 
they have made an effort to improve a large and important district, 


The Dudley Correspondent of the Wolverhampton Chronicle writes :— 

There is an improvement in the demand for coal, and rates have 
become firmer. West of Dudley the quotations are as follows :—Best 
thick coal, 12s.6d.; common, 8s.8d.; lumps, 7s,6d.; and slack, 3s. 6d, 
per imperial ton for the works, but for domestic purposes the price 
is somewhat higher. White ironstone and gubbin are in fair re- 
quest, at from 12s. 6d. to 13s. per ton, of 2240 lbs, The prices of coal 
and ironstone on the east side of Dudley range higher than the above quotations, 
In both districts many are still selling at long weight, and, of course, the price 
ia governed accordingly. The labour market continues rather active, and the 
working classes are well employed. Oneof the largest stacks in South Stafford- 
shire is being built by Mr. Frederick Smith, near the Earl of Dudley's New Level 
Furnaces, and it may be seen towering above the Round Oak Works, at a little 
distance behind them. In addition to this a large new blast-engine is about to 
be erected, and when finished the constructions of the furnaces will be altered 
so as to utilise the gases, and lessen the cost in the manufacture of pig-iron. 
The economic smelting of iron has given rise to a good deal of discussion in the 
district, and there is a growing opinion in favour of the greater capacity cf 
furnace, and the method of utilising waste gases at present employed in the 
North of England. Wherever this plan is adopted it is proved beyond doubt 
that it prevents a great waste of fuel, which is so desirable now that the thick 
coal of South Staffordshire is so rapidly diminishing,

SUPERPHOSPHATE OF LIME, 


S1r,—Will you kindly give me space to ask a question of some one 
of your numerous correspondents who may be competent to give me 
a reply, and who would, perhaps, kindly oblige me by doing so. 

It is this—What would be the commercial value of a bed of fossil- 
fish debris—principally oysters—as a material for the manufacture 
of superphosphate of lime? The stratum is upwards of 3 ft. thick, 
and can be raised by “ open work” and by mining. The organisms 
which these shells enclosed were, of course, still in them when this 
stratum became overlaid by thut next above it. The stratum men- 
tioned is ina country where a good manureis a very great dezideratum, 
and although the country is naturally well suited by climate, &c., to 
be very productive, the want of a good fertiliser prevents one-half 
(I may say one-quarter) being produced that could otherwise be ob- 
tainedfromthesoil. Iron andcopperpyritescould be got very cheaply 
for the manufacture of sulphuric acid, if necessary, and the district 
is on the coast, and neara smallharbour, There are also other eli- 
gible channels for the profitable employment of a moderate capital 
in the same immediate neighbourhood, with labour cheap. M. E,
